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By the foregoing accounts it appears how much of the revenues collected at each 
preſidency have been applied to defray the civil and military charges of ſuch pre- 
fidency; how much of them have been remitted to other preſidencies, and to China; 
and what balance remained, after defraying theſe expences, to be applied to the 


purchaſe of the Company's inveſtments. —It was impoſſible for your Committee to 


carry this inveſtigation any furtherz for it appeared to your Committee, from the 
evidence of Mr. Hoole, that in the books tranſmitted from the ſeveral preſidencies, 
no diſtin& account is kept of what caſh is iſſued to their ſeveral ſubordinate factories, 
for the purpoſes of commerce only. Before the Company was poſſeſſed of any 
territorial acquiſitions, the charges of their ſeveral preſidencies were defrayed out of 
ſmall revenues then collected at each ſettlement, or out of the profits of their trade: 


theſe charges were at that time ſuch only as were neceſſary for the purpoſes of their 


trade, and were very ſmall, compared with thoſe which their preſent ſituation re- 


quires —To enable the Houſe to judge what the amount of them were, and how 
much of the preſent charges is to be imputed to the alteration which has happened 
in the Company's affairs, your Committee ordered an account to te laid before them 
of the civil and military charges of the Company at their ſeveral ſeitlements for five 
years, from 1729 to 1734; and they find that they amounted on an average in each 


of thoſe years to £.169,944, according to the accounts hereunto annexed. — And your 


Committee further ordered an account of the ſaid charges to be laid before them for 
five years immediately preceding 1756, and they find that they amounted in each of 
thoſe years on an average to / 315,440, as appears by the accounts hereunto annexed, 


Your Committee find alſo, that ſeveral articles of expence which ought to be 


charged to the account of the territorial acquiſitions, are involved in the expences in- 


cident to the commerce of the Company, and to the general management of their 
affairs at home :—T hus, under the article of charges of merchandize is included the 
charge of raiſing recruits, which, on an average for the laſt ten years, amounted to 
£.17,505; and under the article of freight is included the charge of tranſporting 
theſe recruits to the Company's ſettlements, which on an average of the ten laſt years, 
amounted to 24, 02 6.— There are, beſides, ſeveral ſmaller charges which ought to 
be placed to the account of territorial acquiſitions, but are ſo blended with other 
expences under almoſt every head, that it is impoſſible to ſeparate them with any 
accuracy. Under the many difficulties in which this part of their inquiry is involved, 
your Committee can ſtate only ſuch materials as will enable the Houſe to form a 
general judgment upon this ſubject; and as they conceive it will contribute to throw 
further light upon it, if they enable the Houſe to compare the profits of the Company, 
before they were poſſeſſed of the territorial acquiſitions lately obtained in the Eaſt- 
Indies, with what their profits are at preſent, your Committee will endeavour to 


ſhew what the profits of the Company during the firſt of theſe periods were; and as 


the profits of the Company were then either divided among the Proprietors of their 
ſtock, or made an addition to their capital, your Committee will ſtate an account to 
ſhew what the dividends of the Company have been from the year 1708, when the 


union of the two companies was compleated, to the year 1756, being the year before 


tae Company became poſſeſſed of the ſaid territorial acquiſitions ; and they will alto 
ſhew to what amount the capital of the Company encreaſed during that period :— 
And to ſhew the increaſe of the Company's capital, they will ſtate the balance of the 
Company's annual accounts, from the year 1732, being the year in which ſuch account 
was firft taken, to the year 1756; and they will, at the ſame time, ſhew the rate of 


intereſt paid by Government to the Company in each year, oa the ſums lent by them 
to the Public,
